WasHINGTON, December 4.—[Special.]— 
Uncork your champagne, for tomorrow will 
gee Crisp nominated for the speakership! 

And that, too, despite an opposition 
which will arouse indignation when its 
true inwardness is made known. 

A Rejected Appeal. 

It developed today that each member of the 
South Carolina delegation had received a very 
urgent appeal yesterday from the 
editor of The News and Courier, 
of Charleston, asking the members as 
@ special favor to that paper to vote for Mills 


- for speaker. This paper has opposed -Crisp all 


along, and was supposed to be 
for Springer. One of Springer’s men re- 
marked today that they had never felt its ef- 
fect, and it is certain from what the congress- 


men from South Carolina, who received the 
telegrams, say that Mills will say the same 
thing after the election. 

Crisp has received the personal assurance of 
every congressmen from that state, except 
one, that they will support him to the end. 

Where the Suggestion Came From. 

This movement is counted here as another 
movement on the part of the Cleveland and 
Carlisle ticket to help Mills. Senator Vilas, 
of Wisconsin, and Senator Carlisle, of Ken- 
tucky, are working’ all the time 
for Mills, and a delegation of 
Cleveland’s personal friends from the state 
of New York are at Willard’s putting in the 
best that is in them for Mills. 

The first ballot will show Crisp off in the lead 
forty votes more than any other candidate; 
Springer next, Mills. McMillin and Hatch 
following in the order named, with all in the 
field. Mills will not get over forty-four votes. 
His friends will not make any figure except 
between Crisp and Mills, with all the other 
candidates out and the figures given as his 
vote is counted by the other candidates. 

Mills May Retire. 

Mills has been unfortunate in the manage- 
ment of this campaign, and it is rumored 
around the Metropolitan tonight that just 
before the ballots appear tomorrow, he will 
withdraw from the race, and do all he can to 
smash Crisp. His friends deny the report, but 
fo not be surprised at thisturn. If he does, 
Crisp will be elected on the first ballot. The 
truth is, no combination that is attempted will 
defeat Crisp. He is so close to the requisite 


samber that the withdrawal of any other can- 
lidate will carry enough votes to him to 
elect him. 

The managers of Crisp’s campaign have 
acted very conservatively,and there is no doubt 
but that their course has been of great service 
toCrisp. Besides this his friends from the start 
have been so firm and outspoken that it was 
not a difficult matter to find out just how he 
stood. With all the bluster and blowing he 
has been in the lead all the time. Added to 
this Judge Crisp has been so clever and agree- 
able that everybody that comes in contact 
With him goes away with a good impression. 

One Recruit for Mills. 

The practical effect of all this pulling and 
hauling has been almost imperceptible. About 
the only significant victory the Millis men have

How Kenna Had His Revenge. 

The phraseology of the term irritated Sena- 
tor Kenna, who at one time in the house was 
the young lieutenant of the great Pennsylva- 
nian.

behalf. One result of his efforts was the con- 
version of Capehart, of West Virginia, from 
Mills to Crisp. 

How the Candidates Stand. 

In view of the fact that no tombinations 
have been perfected and the general under- 
standing that all five of the candidates are 
earnestly in the fight, it is a safe prediction 
that no candidate will have votes enough te 
nominate on the first ballot. Crisp holds the 
lead with about ninety-six of what his mana- 
gers call “rock bottom’’ votes. Mills has 
about fifty, with Springer sure to beat him 
for second place. McMillin and Hatch have 
their sixteen and fourteen respectively, leav- 
ing in the neighborhood of twenty votes 
that have not as yet been accurately classified. 

Hurrah for Missouri. 

The most satisfactory accomplishment of 
the Crisp managers today was getting hine 
members of the Missouri delegation to promise 
their votes for Crisp in the event that Hatch 
withdrew. As Hatch, McMillin and Springer 


‘| are liable to retire simultaneously, this acces- 


sion from Missouri, if obtained at the right 
stage of tha caucus proceedings, will bea great 
help to the Georgian. 

The probabilities tonight, as they have 
thronghout the week, favor the nomination of 
Crisp. It is asserted with equal confidence at 
Mills’s headquarters that he (Mills) would be 
nominated on the second or third ballot. This 
assertion was discounted somewhat by the 
strong tendency on the part of the Mills men to 
explain, not how they expected to win, but

About the Caucus. 

It is not the intention to have speech- 
making in the caucus. The interest in the 
contest is so great that the members would 
not have the patience to listen to any out- 
bursts of oratory that could serve no purpose 
but to take uptime. With the exception of 
the clerk the results of the nominations for 
the minor offices are more or less involved in 
the outcome of the speakership battle. Kerr 
has a walkover for the clerkship. Yoder, of 
Ohio, seems likely to be made sergeant-at- 
arms; Turner, of New York, doorkeeper, and 
J.C. Roy, of Wisconsin, postmaster. 

The Unpledged Members. 

Even at this late hour there are more than a 
score of members not absolutely pledged, and 
this margin of uncommitted votes fills a large 
share in the hopes and fears of the respective 
contestan ts. 

The two leading candidates—Mills and 
Crisp—still stick to the figures which their 
managers put out yesterday, while Springer, 
McMillin and Hatch remainin the race. All 
efforts to bring about combinations have 
proven futile, and unless some extraordinary 
coup is accomplished between now and the

Springer’s Difficult Task. 

Mr. Springer has had the most difficult task 
ofallin keeping his men together, but up to 
this time he has been successful. He has re- 
ceived pledges so direct and binding that any 
desertion from his ranks between now and to- 
morrow afternoon would simply be cold 
blooded treachery on the part of those who 
have so bound themsélves. 

Mi. McMillin is unmistakably for Mills, and 
would cheerfully abandon the contest now if 
it would help the Texan. However, one of 
his principal lieutenants, Mr.

Mills Men Working Hard. 

The Mills men have exerted every influence 
that they can command. Tremendous pres 
sure has been brought to bear on members 
from outside sources, and in some cases the 
strain is terrific. 

Using the Wires. 

Messages were forwarded from the homes of 
members to whom they were addressed. It 
was evidently intended to effect a stampede 
for Mills. As no practical results have so far 
been visible, the telegraph companies appear 
to be the only gainers. Some of Mr. Milis’s 
enthusiastic friends overdid their part of it. 
The Kentucky members received threatening 
messages stating that any Kentuckian who 
voted against Mills would be defeated for re~ 
nomination next fall. These threatening 
mInessages were anonymous, but they have 
served the purpose of increasing the acrimony 
that now exists between the Mills and Crisp 
forces. } 

Mills’s Latest Move. 

A new move was made this evening on the 
part of Mills. The Illinois contingent, in the 
shape of a petition, asked Springer to witi- 
draw. This is the fourth attempt to turn over 
the bulk of the Illinois delegation to Mills, 
and is likely, as those before it, to fail. 

Mr. Springer told a prominent Georgia ex- 
member tonight that he had been treated with 
much courtesy and consideration by Judge 
Crisp and his supporters, and that he would al- 
ways remember it to their credit,

DEMANDED IDENTIFICATION. 


A New Rule Which Caused a Little Trouble 
in Washington. 

WasHiInGTon, December 4.—There was 
considerable excitement among the small 
army of pensioners in this city this morning. 
By a recent order of the secretary of the 
treasury, moneys appropriated for the pay- 
ment of pensions, through the agency in this 
city, has been deposited with the assistant 
United States treasurerin New York city, 
with a view to concentrating in the subtreas- 
ury at that city all pension funds. Hereto- 
fore it had been the practice of the Washing- 
ton agents to pay pensions by checks on the 
United States treasurer, but under the new 
rule checks are drawn on the assistant treas- 
urer at New York, 

In anticipation of this change, the agent 
asked the Washington banks if they would be 
willing to cash these checks, and he understood 
them to assent, and so notified the pensioners, 
when they received their quarter’s pension 
this morning. 

When, however, a procession of 3,000 or 
more bearers began to invade the bank, it was 
learned that no checks would be paid unless 
the holders were duly identified. The agent 
regarded identification as complete when he 
endorsed a check with his initials. The banks, 
however, declined to accept this ag sufficient 
identification and declined payment. Two 
private banks announced that they would pay 
all checks presented, but in a few hours, 
owing to the crowd, the obstruction 
to their business became so great that they 
declined to continue payment.

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A BOMB AT SAGE. 


| An Attempt on the Life of the Great 


Capitalist. 
HIS MYSTERIOUS VISITOR YESTERDAY, 


Who Demanded a Private Interview 
and is Ordered From the Office. 


HE EXPLODES A DYNAMITE BOMB. 


Four Lives Were Lost and Mr. Sage Pain- 
fully Injured—Remnants of Human 
Bodies Found ip the Wreck. 


New Yorx, December 4.—4t 12:15 o’clock 
this afternoon a poorly dressed man, carrying 
a brown satchel, entered the office of Russell 
Sage, at 71 and 73 Broadway, and demanded a 
private interview with Mr. Sage. W. R. 
Laidlaw, Mr. Sage’s clerk, told him that Mr. 
Sage was busy and could not be seen. The 
man persisted and continued to talk ina loud 
tone. Mr. Sage was in an inner office and 
came out to see what was the matter. He 
oe the man what was wanted. The man 
said: 

“I. demand a privateinterview with you?” 

Mr. Sage replied that it would be impossible 
for him tosee the manthen, but he might 
possibly do so later in the day. 

The man continued to demand a private in- 
terview then and there, and Mr. Sage ordered 
him to leave the office. 

A Terrific Explosion. 

On this the man dropped the leather bag 
and an explosion, which shook the entire 
block, instantly followed. 

Mr. Sage was thrown across the room and 
stunned. 

Mr. Laidlaw, who had turned away and 
was standing within a few feet of the two, 
was also thrown across the office and had one 
leg badly lacerated. 

A stranger was thrown against a partition 
wall and was 80 badly injured that he has 
since died. 

In Mr. Sage’s office at the time of the ex- 
plosion were Colonel J. J. Slocum, F. C. Os- 
born, C, W. Osborn, F. C. Menzies and B. F. 
Norton, Mr. Nortonwas badiy injured and 
was taken in an ambulance to St. Vincent's 
hospital, where he died. Pieces of several 
bodies were picked up on the second floor of a 
building near the scene of the explosion and 
placed in a fire-department life-saving net. 

Four Live Were Lost. 

Rumors are rife as to the number of persons 
killed, but as far as can be learned only four 
are lost. 

One of the pieces of the bodies picked up 
was a head with the face intact. Itis that of 
a@ young man with brown hair growing thickly 
upon the head. As both Menzies and C, W. 
Osborn are missing, itis supposed they com- 
pose a portion of the mangled heaps. 

Among the fragments of the bodies found 


was a leg which the police think was that of a. 
| woman. Sage’s woman typewriter is supposed 
| to be among the killed. 


The injured people were at once removed to 
a drug store opposite and attended to. There 
it was found Sage’s injuries are not serious, 
but very extensive and painful. Mr. Sage was 
able to converse., He said the man with the 
handbag was a total stranger to him. He in- 
sisted upon presenting Mr. Sage with his card, 
but he declined to accept it. 

Mr. Sage’s Injuries. 

Mr. Sage was completely covered with grime 
and dust, and his clothing was blown into tat 
ters, and his hands, face and clothing were 
covered with blood. 

Mr. Sage’s injuries mainly consist of a cut 
and bruise upon the forehead, while his face 
and hands were filled with small cuts, as if he 
had received a volley of gravel stones from a 
shotgun. 

Both fire and ambulance calls were at once 
sent out, and a few minutes after the explosion 
the building was surrounded by fire engines, 
ambulances and policemen. 

Excitement on the Street. 

The news spread through Wall street, and, 
in fact, all over down town, and every street in 
the neighborhood was soon thronged with ex- 
cited thousands of men. 

The wildest rumors prevailed, and the 
number of killed and wounded was soon up- 
ward of a hundred. 

Police Captain McLaughlin immediately 
took charge of the police arrangements and 
search for the dead and wounded was begun. 
The three rooms, No. 35 and the two adjoin- 
ing, were totally wrecked. All that remained 
unimpaired in Mr. Sage’s office was his desk 
and office chair. 

The windows on the Hector street side of the 
building were biown out, and those on the 
other side shattered. 

It is said that the name of the bomb-thrower 
is Lord. The safe in Mr. Sage’s office was 
broken open and securities were scattered over 
the building and the streets. 

Presented His Card. 

When the dynamiter entered Mr. Sage’s of- 
fice he handed the clerk a card which bore the 
name “H. D. Wilson.’” When the police ex- 
amined the wrecked office there was found 
just inside of the door of the general office the 
trunk of a man in a state that rendered recog- 
nition nearly impossible, the head having been 
severed from the body. The pointed reddish 
beard gave the appearance of an educated 
man, which was enhanced by brown curls of 
hair and a heavy mustache that adorned the 
upper lip. This is the m_ “sage killed out- 
right, so faras known, and the body is sup- 
posed to be that of the dynamiter. 

As the investigation proceeds it appears that 
Wilson had a companion when he entered the 
building and inquired for Sage’s ottice, 

A Wowman’s Leg. 

Late in the afternoon the firemen found 
among the debris a leg which was thought to 
be that of a woman. If it is or not, has not 
been learned, but Russell Sage never did em- 
ploy a woman typewriter, and asthis fact is 
well established, the supposition is that if the 
leg is that of a woman, it is all that is left of 
one of his ‘“‘put and call’’ customers, who was 
in the office at the time. 

Died in the Hospital. _ 

Benjamin F. Norton, who was blown through 
&@ window, a clerk in the office of Sage, was re- 
moved to Chambers street hospital, where he 
died while under operation for fracture of the 
skull. He wasa resident of Far Rockaway. 

The following injured were taken to the 
hospital :

moved to the office of the Manhattan Railroad 
Company, in the same building. 

A Chattanooga Man’s Experience. 

Charles E. James, a railroad man bd resi- 
dent of Chattanooga, Tenn., bad an appoint- 
ment with Mr. Sage at 12 o’clock, and had an 
experience that he will not soon forget. He 
said: 

“T called at Mr. Sage’s office at 12 o’clock 
and found him out. A seat was offered me in 
the main office neara desk. I took it and 
waited on a bench near the wall. I noticed 
& man, perhaps five feet eight 
inches in heights He wore a plug 
bat, and had a pointed beard and 
heavy brown mustache. At about 12:15 
o’clock Mr. Sage came in, and, greeting me 
pleasantly, asked me into his private qffice, 
Mr. Sage had just removed his hat and asked 
me to be seated, when one of his clerks en- 
tered and said something to him that I did 
not hear. Turning to me he said, . ‘Excuse 
me fora moment,’ and passed through the 
door into the main oftice. Tne door closed 
behind him, and, pushing my chair over to 
the wall,I sat facing the door through which he 
had gone. It might have been two or three 
minutes when the explosion came.” 

Blown te the Ceiling. 

“I was blown up nearly to the ceiling,and the 
chairon whichI sat was smashed into pieces. 
I came down all in aheap. Dust and small 
particies of plaster and smoke filled the room. 
I was completely dazed and did not know 
what to do. I remember making my way 
through a door where the explosion had blown 
the door from its hinges, into the main office. 
There I met Mr.. Sage, blood trickling down 
his face and hands, his clothes torn and cov- 
ered with dirt and dust. When he saw me he 
said: ‘How shall we getout?’ ‘Wait,’ I re- 
plied, ‘until this dust settles, and I think we 
will be all right, as the worst must be over.’ 

“Then I recovered my sgnses, and, taking 
him by the arm, led him down the stairway 
into the street.’’ 

Among the debris of the wrecked offices 
wereffound the remains of a silk hat,evidently 
worn by the man who gave his name as Wil- 
son, and in one corner of Mr. Sage’s private 
office, where James was sitting alone at the 
time of the explosion, a man’s hand. 

The Coroner’s Examination. 


The coroner made.an examination of the 
mangled remains of the man found in Mr, 
Sage’s office and from the mass of flesh, and 
clothing took a seven-chamber bulldog re- 
volver. This was all that could bea found 
by which an identification could be made. 

hat was left by the explosion 
of the madman’s body—at least it was labeled 
and accepted by the police and coroner—was 
laid out in Undertaker Duffy’s office, at 82 
Greenwich street. It was not much. The 
head was there, blackened, but not cut nor 
disfigured much in any way. It was cut off at 
the top of the neck, and looked for all the 
world like the mask of a man thirty-five or 
forty years old, with a full beard, that might 
have been long, but was now burned close to 
the skin and cheeks. Then there was a leg— 
te right—a left foot, one hand; and that was 
a 


i. : 

The body proper was gone. Of neither chest 
nor abdomen was a trace found. The leg that 
was there was broken and twisted. Such 
shreds of clothing as were found showed that 
the man had worn trousets of blue-black, a 
plaid black overcoat, and long black stockings 
that might have started the story that a 
woman’s legs were found. He had been care- 
ful to rid himself of everything that might dis, 
close his identity. 

His name had been written in the corner of 
the black hat, but he had cut it out with a 
knife. There was a hole in the lining where it 
had been. 

Crowds came and went, looking at the face, 
but no one knew it. When darkness came the 
undertaker, tired of the sight, threw a cloth 
over it and shut his door. 

Mr. Sage's Statement. 

Russell Sage made the following statement 
to Inspector Byrnes this afternoon : 

*‘I came out of my office, having been sent 
for. I found there a man with asatchel. He 
handed me a card bearing the name of H. D. 
Wilson. He said he came from John 
D. Rockefeller’s and at the same 
time handed me a type-written letter ina 
sealed envelope. It was addressedtome, I 
opened it and found that it was a 
demand upon me for the immediate 
payment of $1,250,000. The letter stated 
that if the money was not given up 
at once to the presenter of the letter, that he 
would blow me, himself and the entire office 
up with dynamite. [ read the jetter and, 


pases itinan envelope, handed it back to - 
i 


im and turnedto gointo my private office 
when the explosion occurred.”’ 
A Horrible Sight. 


Inspector Byrnes placed in a basket the 
head of the man found in the wrecked office, 
and took it to Russell Sage’s bedroom. Mr. 
Sage identifiedgit as that of the man who de- 
manded the money from him and then threw 
the bomb. Mr. Sage said tonight that he 
probably would be on Wall street tomor- 
row. 


AN ESCAPED LUNATIC 


It Was Who Exploded the Bomb in Sage’s 
Office. 


ALBANY, N. Y., December 4.—The dyna- 
mite crank is thought to be Hiram D. 
Wilson, aged forty-six, an escaped lunatic and 
a nativeof Glen’s Falls, Warren county. Wil- 
son had escaped previously from Middletown 
and Utica asylums. He was very strong and 
of light complexion. 

Wilson, after a short term in the insane 
asylums, has been discharged. as cured or 
escaped. He has generally ceiebrated his free- 
dom by making attempts to kill some one 
who refused to meet his demand for 
money. Several years ago he attempted to 
kill a man whom he had asked for money to 
set him upin business. On another occasion, 


when W. J. Arkell was in Albany, Wilson }. 


made a demand on him and even attempted to 
assault him in his office. He has also threat- 
ened the life of Goodwin Brown, one of the 
state lunacy commissioners. It was the loss 
of money which made him crazy. 

Wilson was arrested here about @ year ago 
for threatening to kill some one.

‘A DAY'S CASUALTIES. 


Gas Explosion Causes a Large Fire in 
Jersey City. 


PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD LOSSES. 


A Portion of Its Depot Is Badly 
Damaged. 


A BAD WRECK ON THE RAILROAD 


In Which Seven Men Lose Their Lives. 
A Man Decapitated by a Train. 
Buried Under a Wall. 


JERSEY City, N, J., December 4.—An ex- 
plosion of gas caused a disastrous fire at the 
Jersey City terminus of the Pennsylvania 
railroad this morning, The company recentiy 
completed a magniticent train shed on a grade 
with the street elevated road, constructed 
from the river to Bergen hill, and were con- 
structing new waiting rooms and ferry houses 
to correspond. The old wooden office build- 
ing that General Superintendent Wolcott 
Jackson occupied in the ferry house, was 
turned into a temporary exit for east-bound 
train passengers, and the officials moved their 
desks into a five-story brick building fronting 
on Exchange place. 

It wasin this exit that the explosion oc. 
curred. The tearing down of the structure 
and the constant jarring, caused by ferry boats 
entering the slips about one hundred feet 
away, are supposed to have broken or discon- 
nected the gas pipe close to the main distribu- 
ting meter. 

The explosion took place at 3:40 o’clock and 
the surrounding .woodwork was instantly 
ablaze. The fire department ded 

uickly to three alarms sent out, and the en- 
tire apparatus of the city and harbor got to 
stage — “you vm a _ river end of 

e terminus, including the slips, was 
but slightly damaged. - ot xh 

On the interior portion of the depot building 
the flames spread rapidly. The tlames from 
the old oftice building mounted upward until 
the wooden raiiing and sides of the unfinished 
waiting room were ablaze.. The fire was then 
carried along the huge yellow pine pipe casing 
to the new office structure. This eonsisted of 
five solidly built structures of brick,.150x48 
feet, and five stories high. | 

The second floor of the easterly building was 
used as a baggage room, the others being 
merely bare walls. The four floors above the 

room and two buildings on the west

THEY CRASHED TOGETHER. 


Trains on the New York and New England 
Railroad Collide—Seven Lives Lost: 

WokrcEsTER, Mass., December 4.—A most 
terrible wreck occurred on the New York and 
New England railroad at East Thompson at 6 
o’clock this morning, caused by the collision 
of a south-bound freight with an east-bound 
freight going over a west-bound track. The 
Long Island express was passing on the other 
track at the time and all three trains were 
piled up together. Engineer Tabor, of the Bos- 
ton train, and his fireman are reported killed ; 
one passen on the Pullman is 
burned to death and many were injured. The 
cars almost immediately took fire and engines 
and doctors have been summoned from all ad- 
jacent points. The accident is said to have 

en due to an o switch. 

Two of the injured passengers have died, 
making seven deaths so far. The fireman, as 
well as the engineer of the steamboat train, 
was killed. Both trains were running east- 
ward on parailel tracks and came together at 
full speed at a cross-over, the switch being 
probably broken. The freight crashed into 
the side of the passenger train. The freight 
was ordered at Putnam to take the west-bound 
track to allow the passenger train to pass it 
before making Douglass. 


TWO FIRES IN. ANNISTON. 


Both Breke Out During a HMeavy Rain 
Storm. 


ANNISTON, Ala., December 4,—[Special.]— 
Anniston had two disastrous fires last night. 
During aheavy rainstorm the building oc-

Business of the Week Reported by 
| Dun & Co. 

NEW YORK, December 4.—The business failures 
occurring throughout the country during the last 
seven days, as reported by R. G. Dun & Co., num- 
ber fur the United States, 304; Canada, twenty-six, 
or atotal of 330, against 295 last week. The only 
change observable in the condition of bu-~iness is 
a gradualimprovement. One sign of an unfavor- 
able character is that collections at some points 
are slower and harder than usual, particularly 
where the low price of cotton leads the holders 
to defer selling as long as possible. But at the 

rincipal western points, collections are very sat- 

sfactory, larger trade centers reporting most 
favorably in that respect, and there is less diffi- 
culty at eastern cities, though at the south some 
embarrassment continues, 
The Money Market. 

Money is not particularly stringent anywhere, 
though rather close at Nashville and Montgomery. 

Speculative markets have tended downward on 
the wnole. Cotton has again declined a sixteenth 
to 8.06c, with sales of 653,000 bales here, and port 
receipts still far exceed the extraordinary receipts 
of last year. 

Southern markets are overloaded and a strin- 

ncy at some points is caused by delay in realizing, 
prices being unsatisfactorily low. At most south- 
ern ports the iow price of cotton causes a set-back 
and business is only fair, though at Richmond it 
is improving with tobacco sections, 

: The Iron Market. 

There is little newinthe great industries, for 
while the tone of the iron market improves, and 
there is more inquiry for rails and bar iron, with 
larger sales of pig. the price is depressed by the 
attempts of some southern makers to realize. 
Trade in cotton goods is perhaps a shade better, 
and in boots and shoes the factories are well em- 
ployed.

HE 1S THANKFUL FOR THE REPRIEVE, 


How He Shows His Gratitude—His Law- 
yer Gathers -More Evidence— Will 
Another Take Daniels’s Place? 


Early yesterday morning Peter Daniels was 
apprised of Governor Northen’s clemency t- 
ward him, and he was so full of joy that he 
could hardly contain himself. 

“T knew,” he said, “‘that his most excellent 
and esteemed excellency would not count’- 
nance this poor nigger’s death. I am over-re- 
joiced at the governor’s kind and noble act for 
me. It seemed that I was near the edge of 
eternity, and I was nearly crazy. Every day 
and night seemed only a few hours long. All 
day long I pray and read the scripture, and 
when night arrive I pray ag’in and then try 
an’ sleep. Every time I fall asleep I sees vie- 
ions; I has curious dreams. I seed the gov- 
ernor and that kind gentleman that wrote 
about me and give $25 for my 
defense. It's Mr. Inman, I mean. 
I see them in my _ sleep and 
hear the governor say: ‘Peter, do you swear 
you be innocent of that woman’s blood?’ and 
I say: ‘Yes, governor, your most excellent 
highness, the good Lord know I didn’t shoot 
that woman. Yes, sir, I am innocent,’ and 
then he reply: ‘Peter, you kin get a new trial. 
I give you a reprieve.’ And sure enough, 
boss, the first thing this morning the jailer 
call me to the bars and bring me the good 
tidings of great joy. 

**You can’t realize, boss,’’ the negro con- 
tinued, ‘“‘how it feels to be standing in the 
shadow of death with the gallows waiting for 
you. I tell youitrunsa manclean crazy. I 
was a fit subject for the asylum. I tried 
to make 
be ready to meet him when the time come.”’ 

‘*Do you expect to be acquitted at your next 
trial, Peter?” 

“Tam just as sure of it, sir, as I now live. 
I know the guilty one that shotin the dark 
and killed the woman will be brought to jus- 
tice. My lawyer says he can clear me sure.”’ 

A Good Prisoner. 

“TY can say one thing for Daniels,’’ said one 
of the jailers, ‘‘he has given us about as little 
trouble as any prisoner we ever hadin this 
building. Heis polite and quiet and appreci- 
atesa kindness. I sent hima cup of choco- 
late the other day and he has never stopped 
thanking me forit. Heis perfectly inoffen- 
sive and all of us think well of him.”’ 

Mr. Frank R. Walker was busy all yester- 
day hunting up witnesses for Daniels. He 
has got about all the testimony he wants, he 
says, and feels confident of his ability to acquit 
Daniels and convict some one else.’’ 

‘*A nother man will stand in his shoes or I’m 
no lawyer,” remarked Mr. Walker to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter. 

‘*‘Whom do you suspect ?” 

“Of course it would be very unwise for me 
tosay. Topublish his name might defeat 
justice and prevent his capture,’’ the attorney 
answered. 

‘‘T have, however,” he continued, ‘‘placed 
the matter in the hands of the police authori- 
ties and bythis time tomorrow something 
sensational may develop.’’ 

There Is Other Testimony. 

‘‘Why was none of this testimony adduced 
at the trial?” | 

‘Simply because I did not have time to find 
the witnesses. It was a charity case, and, 


while I did the best I could under the circum- } 


stances, yet I had neither the time nor the 
money to properly prepare for the defense. I 
was assigned to defend Daniels, and the trial 
was gone into at once. I did not know whata 
case the state had against him, otherwise I 
would have sought some delay. As the state 
developed its case I could easily perceive that 
the defendant must inevitably be convicted. 
The evidence was all against him. It was 
crushing. I never knew a more one-sided case. 
The jury could not do otherwise than 
find a verdict of guilty under the circum- 
stances. I candidlv admit that the evidence 
justified such a verdict. That is why at the 
time I refrained from moving for a new trial. 
I had no ground for asking it, and the court 
would certainly have refused it. Now, how- 
ever, that such important testimony has come 
into my possession, I feel that I can go in 
court and get another trial.’’ 
Cases Like This. 

Another lawyer, hearing this conversation, 
said; ‘“‘The books report many curious cases 
such as this one. The fact that a defendant is 
tried and convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged is no certain proof of his guilt. Some- 
times it happens that a man is easily con- 
victed, and that an overwhelming volume 
of evidence bears him down, and yet 
this same man is subsequently found 
to be innocent. This thing of newly discovered 
evidence is one of the safeguards the law 
throws around a prisoner. The theory of the 
law is thatitis better every case should be 
carried up tothe supreme court, so that the 
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peace with my Maker and- 


errors of inferior courts may be corrected. 
You see it delays justice sometimes to grant a 
defendant a new trial, but how often is an 
innocent man thereby saved? I do not mean 
to forecast the verdict in the second trial of 
Daniels. ‘It is possible that all this evidence 
will go for nothing; yet, it is right to give 
Daniels a new trial.”

will be entirely without forests. The forests 
are being rapidly cut down for building pur- 

, and to open up new lands for cultiva-

viate this calamity, the Georgia lawmakers 
appointed Arbor Day, for the school children 
and others who felt so inclined, to plant trees 
to perpetuate our forestry. 
large number of the public schools of. the

Macon, Ga., December 4.—[{Special.}— 
Georgia’s editors were here in force today to 
take actoin lookingtto the representation of 
Georgia at the world's fair, the genera] assem- 
bly having failed to make an appropriation. 

Governor Northen came down last night in 
the editors’ special car from Atlanta. 

The attendance is representative in the 
highest sense. As the newspaper men arrived 
they were met by committees and escorted to 


the hotels. 

The convention met at 11:30 o'clock at the 
Academy of Music. Besides the editors there 
was quite a large attendance of citizens. 
Mavor Price presided and announced the order 
of the programme and introduced the speakers, 
Governor Northen, officers, committeemen 
and others occupying seats on the platform. 

An address of welcome in behalf of tha city 
was delivered by City Attorney R. W. Patter- 
son and an address of welcome in behalf of the 
local press was made by Editor A. A. Allen, 
of The Telegranh. 

Henry Horne, of the Macoa board of trade, 
also spoke. 

A beautiful and very appropriate response 
in behalf of the visiting editors was made by 
Colonel H. W. Newman, of Canton. 

Editor Barker nominated Governor Northen 
for permanent chairman, and the governor was 
elected unanimously.

A DISCHARGED JAILER. 
Deputy Jailer Keid States That He Was 
Discharged Without Cause. 

“Iam going back into the railroad busi- 
ness,’’ said Assistant Jailer Reid toa Consti- 
TUTION reporter. 

“Why 9? ; 

‘Because I have been relieved of duty. I 
have been discharged without cause. I 
was simply notified that I was no longer 
wanted,’’ Reid answered. 

“Can’t you find out why you were dis- 
charged ?”’ : 

“I have an idea about it. The United 
States prisoners have been allowed to go out 
and buy whisky by some of the officers and 
they charge me with it, I guess. I intend go- 
ing before District Attorney Darnell and 
telling whatI know. I don’t suppose you 
newspaper reporters will grieve much, for I 
never would tell any of you the news.” 

The Sheriff's Side. 

“Why did you discharge Reid?’ Sheriff 
Morrow was asked. 

“*For cause,”’ was the brief reply. 

*'W hat cause?” 

“That’s not a public matter. I had good 
and sufficient reasons for discharging him, but 
I do not feel called upon to state them. I 
manage the affairs connected with the jail to 
the best of my ability, without fear or favor, 
and I do not allow any one to dictate to me 
how I shall conduct my business. When I 
get to the point where Iam controlled by the 
whims and wishes of any man or set of men, 
then I’]) step down and out and let some one 
else take my place.”’ 

‘Reid makes charges against some of the 
jail officials. Are they true?” 

“They have no foundation; are simply the 
complaints of a discharged employe.” 

It is said by those who are in a position to 
know that it was brought to Sheriff Morrow’s 
attention that Reid had offered to sell infor- 
mation toa newspaper reporter who went to 
him for news, and this certainly had some- 
thing to do with his discharge. 

One of the deputy sheriffs said last evening 
to THE Constitution: “It was reported 
that Reid offered to sell news, and that was 
certainly sufficient to cause his discharge. 
Any man who would’ seil news could not be 
trusted to guard prisoners or conduct #he jail 
business. The reports about whisky being 
sold to the United States prisoners is abso- 
lutely false. If there was any sold Reid must 
have sold it.”

The Day on the Flo.r of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 4.—The stock market 
lost little or none of its listlessness and lack of feature 
today, and dullness was still the most prominent char- 
acteristic of the trading, while in the great majority 
of stocks only slight changes were recorded from the 
opening to the close. In a few stocks, however, the 
bears were still active and aggressive, but the demon- 
stration made against these shares was believed to be 
for the most part to cover the buying of other stocks 
for short account. Gould stocks,and especially Mis- 
souri Pacific, were chosen to bear the brunt of the at- 
tack during the forenoon, and the latter fell away 1% 
per cent, while the other Goulds, including Union Pa- 
tific, yielded fractions only, and the general list 
scaroely felt the force of the demonstration. Northern 
Pacific preferred, however, showed considerable heavi- 
ness, accompanied by a moderate degree of activity. 
The general market showed no disposition to yield 
further, and before the close of the first hour of busi- 
ness there wasa full and complete rally in everything 
but Missouri Pacific, while many of the leading shares, 
among them Grangers, under the new buying for 
western account, were conspicuous for the advances 
established. It was not until the last hour that the 
bears again became aggressive, and this time they 
coupled Lackawanna with Missouri Pacific, and forced 
both off to the lowest prices seen forthe day. The 
others, as usual, yielded only slightly, but the pressure 
was not relieved, and the final dealings were given a 
heavy tone, though evidenees of covering were not 
wanting in the last few minutes’ business. The close 
was heavy and quiet at or near the lowest prices ofjthe 
day for most stocks.

A Fast Young Man That Carried a 
Pistol. 


THE JUDGE ENFORCES THE LAW! 


An Exciting Scene in the Criminal Court. 
A Mother’s Indignation—Other 
Court Gossip Gathered. 


Judge Westmoreland is down on 
toters. 

Yesterday he intimated his determination to 
deal vigorously with those who are convicted 
in his court of carrying concealed weapons. 

A young white man named Jack Mann was 
tried yesterday for this crime. 

The testimony showed that the defendant 
was in a disreputable house in company with a 
party of fast young men, allof whom were 
more or less under the influence of liquor. He 
was arrested while flourishing an unloaded 
pistol. 

Mr. Eugene M. Mitchell defended him ably, 
and made an appeal to the jury in his behalf, 
but the jury returned a verdict of guilty in a 
few minutes. 

The defendant’s mother was present during 
the trial, and watched the proceedings with 
deep concern. Evidently her wayward boy 
was very dear to her. 
when the clerk read the verdict, and could not 
repress her agitation. 

**Before passing sentence upon your son,”’ 
said Judge Westmoreland, addressing the 
prisoner’s mother, “‘I will allow you to make 
a statement if you wish.”’ 

The invitation was accepted with avidity. 
In an instant Mrs. Mann was upon her feet 
and addressing the court. 

Her manner was excited and her language 
exceeding'y forcible. She began by denounc- 
ing the witnesses who had sworn against her 
son, and then paid ber respects to the court 
and jury. Her denunciation of the latter be- 
came so vehement that Judge Westmoreland 
was constrained to check the lady’s speech. 

‘You cannot proceed in this way. You 
must sit down, madame,”’ the court spoke in 
dignified and suave tones. 

This mild rebuke did not check the moth- 
er’s flow of angry words, and the judge was 
compelled to speak ina positive and severe 
manner. 

The lady reluctantly took her seat, her face 
denoting the indignation which ber tongue was 
not permitted to express. 

The young man stood up toreceive sentence. 

Judge Westmoreland made some pointed re- 
marks touching the evil practice of boys and 
men going armed with concealed pistols. He 
said that had young Mann's weapon been 
loaded at the time he was arrested that he 
might now bein another court charged with 
homicide. 

“The sentence of the court,”’ said the judge, 
‘is that you pay a fine of $100 or go to work 
in the chaingang for the space of twelve 
months.”’ 

It was a touching spectacle—the fond 
mother parting from her wild and disobedient 
son, who, unless his friends pay the fine for 
him, will be chained with vicious criminals 
for twelve long months. 

Judge Westmoreland sentenced Ed Mitchell, 
who had been convicted of larceny from the 
house, to three months in the chaingang. 
Will Dennis, who was convicted of the same 
crime, was sentenced to pay $50 or go to the 
chaingang for six momths. 

The court then adjourned till Devem- 
ber 12th.

An Unusual Suit. 

Mr. M. A. Bell, attorney for Julia Mothers- 
head, went before Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
yesterday morning with a petition for an in- 
junction and restraining order directed against 
L. DeGive, John Stephens, A. M. Reinhardt, 
W. A. Osborn and L. B. Nelson. In the péeti- 
tion it is alleged that these respondents made 
an affidavit June 17, 1887, that they were co- 
owners of a parcel of land near Atlanta, con- 
sisting of ten acres. Thé petitioner held pos- 
session of this land as tenant at sufferance. 
They demanded that she should vacate the 
premises, which she refused to do; that at the 
time she owed them $155 for rent and they 
swore out a dispossessory warrant, and the 
sheriff evicted her from the land. The peti- 
tioner further avers that the respondents 
made a deed to W. M. Pendleton the ist of 
December, 1886, for $2,801, and that said deed 
was not recorded till 1889. 

She alleges that she planted trees, cultivated 
plants, beautified arid improved the place at 
her own expense, with the expectation of re- 
taining possession of it; that the parties 
named in the petition, through their agent, 
have begun to tear down the dwelling house, 
and tocut down the trees. The petitioner 
seeks redress and asks the court to grant an 
injunction preventing the defendants from 
proceeding further with their work of demoli- 
tion. 

Judge Clarke read the papers and set the 
case for the 12th of ‘this month.

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WAS BERRMAN HERR? 


The Police Officers Say He Was Not, 
Despite the Rumors. 


‘UNDER COVER IN PORTLAND, OREGON. 


ThatIs Where the Detectives Think the 
Bigamist Has Gone—The Rumors 
That Were Afloat Yesterday. 


‘Raphael Beerman has never been in At- 
lanta since the day he left. And he is not 
going tocome back until he is forced by order 
of the law.”’ 

That was the language of Mrs. Beerman 
No. 1, at the home of Mr. Weinberg, on De- 
catur street. 

“Certainly he was not,’’ chimed in Mr. 
Weinberg, “I know Beerman too well for 
that. Heis right nowin the far west, either 
Washington or Oregon. He has friends and 
relatives in both states, and be is with some of 
them.” 

“That decoy telegram that was reported 
through one of the afternoon papers to have 
been sent to Beerman, telling him that one of 
his children was expected to die to induce him 
to come back is all a fake,’’ said Detective Mo- 
Connell. 

One of the afternoon papers yesterday pub- 
lished a double-leaded story to the effect that 
Raphael Beerman, who is badly wanted for 
bigamy, spent Thursday in Atlanta. 

The story received very little, if any, cre- 
dence, and a CONSTITUTION representative 
made a thorough investigation of the matter to 
ascertain upon what foundation the réport was 
based. 

Mrs. Gillam, who lives at the corner of 
Alexander and Marietta streets, and with 
whom Beerman once boarded, claimed that he 
was at her house Wednesday. This the de- 
tectives and police do not believe, and think it 
is a story concocted to throw them off another 
clue that bids fair to lead to his detection and 
capture. They say that from the very beginning 
Mrs. Gillam hasdone her utmost to throw 
every possible obstacle in the way of his cap- 
ture. After Beerman left the detectives 
found his trunks at Mrs. Gillam’s, and she 
promised to notify them, when and where she 
shipped the trunks. This she did not do and 
when the detective demanded to know to 
where she shipped them she refused to tell. 
This and other conduct leads Chief Connolly 
and Chief of Detectives Couch to discredit her 
story. 

Yesterday when Detective Barrett asked 
Mrs. Gillam why she did not notify them 
when Beerman was here so the arrest could be 
made, she replied : 

‘‘Beerman says he is not guilty and I did not 
want to give away an innocent man. I will 
tell you nothing about him. It’s your business 
to find ont.’”’ 

Beerman has been located, and is now in 
Portland, Oregon, if not under arrest under 
the close watch of the detectives. The proba- 
bility is that he will be arrested and brought 
back to Atlanta within afew days. His tirst 
wife is still here, the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Weinberg, on Decatur street, and his second is 
with her parents in Norfolk.
